Reserve Board has boosted its interest 
rate charged member banks a half 
percentage point in a credit-lightening 
move designed to stem inflation. 
The board announced Friday night 
that its discount rate will go up from 5 
to 5‘*2 per cent effective Monday. It 
said it took the action because of the 
recent increase of short-term interest 
rates 
which it described 
as 
“ an 
outgrowth of strong credit demands 
generated by continued rapid eco­ 
nomic expansion.” 
Arthur F . Burns, chairman of the 
board and head of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s Committee on Interest 
and Dividends said however the 
nation’s 
banks 
should 
exercise 
restraint in raising interest rates. 
Burns said also although the com­ 
mittee recognizes that the ability to 
earn a profit is a hallmark of the U.S. 
economic system, “ some temporary 
sacrifice in earning capacity at this 
point however can contribute to the 
general 
economic 
welfare 
of 
the 
nation.” 
Burns said the committee expected 
large commercial banks to observe 
three new standards in setting the 
prime rate on business loans. 
He said if the prime rate—the in­ 
terest that commercial banks charge 
their biggest and best customers— 
goes up the increase should be less 
than for related market interest rates. 
Also Burns said any increases in the 
prime rate should be held up until it 
becomes clear “ that the increase in 
open market rates is not a temporary 
phenomenon.”

Fed Increases 
Discount Rate 
To Member Banks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal 
Reserve Board has boosted its interest 
rate charged member banks a half 
percentage point in a credit-lightening 
move designed to stem inflation. 
The board announced Friday night 
that its discount rate will go up from 5 
to Sh per cent effective Monday. It 
said it took the action because of the 
recent increase of short-term interest 
rates which it described as “an 
outgrowth of strong credit demands 
generated by continued rapid eco­ 
nomic expansion.” 
Arthur F. Burns, chairman of the 
board and head of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s Committee on Interest 
and Dividends said however the 
nation's banks 
should 
exercise 
restraint in raising interest rates. 
Burns said also although the com­ 
mittee recognizes that the ability to 
earn a profit is a hallmark of the U.S. 
economic system, “some temporary 
sacrifice in earning capacity at this 
point however can contribute to the 
general economic welfare of the 
nation.” 
Burns said the committee expected 
large commercial banks to observe 
three new standards in setting the 
prime rate on business loans. 
He said if the prime rate—the in­ 
terest that commercial banks charge 
their biggest and best customers— 
goes up the increase should be less 
than for related market interest rates. 
Also Burns said any increases in the 
prime rate should be held up until it 
becomes clear “that the increase in 
open market rates is not a temporary 
phenomenon.” 
And Burns urged special moderation 
by banks and any changes in interest 
rates on small business, agricultural, 
home mortgage and consumer loans if 
the prime rate goes up.

A student in a university dining hall 
eats a main course of "soybean 
steak." An industrial firm advertises a 
soybean product "that looks, tastes, 
and feels just like meat in stews, 
patties, and chili . . . yet handles as 
conveniently as a dry ingredient until 
you’re ready to use it." As far away as 
Mozambizue, Africa, a woman stirs 
water into a soybean powder to add 
protein to her family’s meat-short 
meals. 
The 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture’s Economic Research 
Service (E RS ) sees soybeans begin­ 
ning a major role in supplying protein 
for humans, possibly replacing meat in 
some products. The United States, the 
world’s largest soybean producer, 
may benefit substantially from this 
international market. 
Protein in vegetables is not normally 
of the quality or quantity found in 
animal 
products. 
But 
with 
sophisticated methods of extraction 
and handling, and with additives to 
fortify them, vegetable proteins can 
help overcome nutritional deficiency 
where animal protein is either scarce 
or too costly. 
Soybean products can be added to 
meats to extend them, or can be made 
into meat substitutes called analogs. 
Extenders, which generally require 
less processing than analogs, consist of 
processed soybean meal in the form of 
flour and grits, concentrate or isolate. 
For a soybean product to substitute 
partly or wholly for meat it must go 
through an additional step — texturing 
— to give it strength to withstand 
cooking and processing. Texturing is 
also needed when large amounts of soy 
protein are used as extenders. 
In the U.S. where we utilize about 
half of all soybeans and soybean 
products we produce, researchers 
predict the big push will be toward use 
of more soy extenders. Low in cost, 
they can be added to processed meat

Some 
species can bit you, causing a small 
irritating spot which may not heal for i 
to 10 days. 
Wolf spiders and other smaller 
spiders come inside, usually in the 
basement area, where they are found 
running somewhere across the floor 
These spiders do not stay in webs bul 
run down their prey. Some are quite 
large and have a frightening ap­ 
pearance. They do not attack humans 
even if they run across one’s hand or 


foot, but if handled or confined, they 
can give a sharp bite. The bite is not a 
dangerous one. These spiders come 
indoors in the early fall and are con 
trolled best by excluding them from 
the house, To do this, eliminate crack* 
and other small openings around 
doors, windows, water pipes, etc.

involves 
recognizing 
spiders as 
indoor or 
outdoor kinds. Indoor spider usually 
build cobwebs and are associated with 
moisture. Examine cracks, crevices 
dark areas, and other retreats in the 
basement, crawl spaces, and un 
disturbed rooms for these spiders and 
their webs. 
Outdoor spiders usually invade the 
home accidentally. 
They are found 
normally under stones, leaves, boards 
or on trees, bushes and buildings. Most 
outdoor spiders never adapt to indoor 
living.

LOS AN G ELES (AP) - StarKist 
Foods, Inc., has confirmed it is with­ 
drawing some canned tuna from stores 
in Minnesota and South and North 
Dakota because the product appears to 
have made some persons ill. 


"There have been reports of illness 
as a result of eating a specific code of 
StarKist tuna," said a statement 
issued Thursday by the firm’s Los 
Angeles headquarters. 


“The code has been identified and 
withdrawn from the grocery shelves in 
all stores and is no longer available for 
sale." 
The lots of tuna, marked with the 
codes BD-419 and GD-419, had been 
recalled earlier by Lincoln McCallum 
Co., a Minneapolis food distributor. 
The Minneapolis office of the Food 
and Drug Administration said about 25

stomach distress, diarrhea, and 
burning sensations in the mouth and 
throat after eating the tuna. 
StarKist said in its statement: “ This 
lot is very small.... Indications are that 
the product is not contaminated with 
bacteria.

Shrubs Go se to Ho use 
Most of us make the mistake of 
planting small shrubs too close to the 
house. Then when they grow to a 
desirable size, they have to be moved. 
To avoid this, select the right plant for 
the location and set it far enough away 
from the wall or corner to allow for 
diameter growth. 
The size of shrubs at maturity varies 
with variety and type. Ask your nur­ 
seryman how tall and wide the plant 
will be at maturity. Also, for close 
places where you want a small plant, 
check on dwarf varieties. 
Take the holly, for an example. It 
may look beautiful planted between 
shrubs when it is small. But what 
happens when the holly reaches full 
size. You know holly grows into a tree. 
Besides, without sufficient space to 
grow and develop, hollies will not 
retain their lower limbs and will lose 
their shape and beauty. Severe 
pruning to hold them down to a size 
that fits the space destroys the natural 
beauty and the berry growth. 
Check your shrubs now. If you have 
made some of the above mistakes, 
consider correcting them this spring 
before the plants get any larger. 


Poor Drainage, Fewer Vegetables 
How was your garden last year? If 
soggy ground was a problem, better 
plan now to put in drain tile. Four-inch 
drain tile in lines 25 feet apart will do 
wonders for your vegetable produc­ 
tion. Tile should be at least 2 feet deep, 
and be sure you have an outlet for the 
drain water. Fall in the lines from 
garden to outlet will depend on the 
outlet and length of lines. Water should 
have a fall of at least 2 inches per 100 
feet of line. 
Grade the surface of your garden so 
excess water will be removed promp­ 
tly but orderly without causing erosion 
problems. The removal of surface 
water eliminates pockets and low 
spots. Adding organic matter to clay 
and 
clay 
loam 
soils 
improves 
drainage. 
Dormant Sprays 
On the first pretty weekend, apply 


dormant oil sprays to your ornamental 
trees, shrubs and fruit trees. Be sure to 
spray before the buds swell. This helps 
control such pests as scale insects, 
aphids, and spider mites. Scale insects 
show up as crusts on the branches 
when the plant is dormant. Most insect 
eggs will be too small to see, but you 
can bet they are present. Dormant oil 
sprays will control some hibernating 
caterpillars, too. 
Do not apply the sprays in cold 
weather or 
immediately 
before 
freezing temperatures. Wait until a 
period of mild weather is promised.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
It the Nixon 
administration has its way, many a t 
the nation’s veterans will exprru nu 
sharp reductions in pension benefits 
and wide-ranging cutbacks in edu­ 
cation and medical programs. 
But key members of Congress are 
lining up with the politically weighty 
veterans’ organizations to fight it. 
The brewing battle threatens the 
government career of Donald E. 
Johnson, the Iowa Republican who 
runs the Veterans Administration. 
A White House source says that 
while Johnson has fallen into some 
disfavor, he knows of no decision to 
fire him. But another source says 
“ ...he’s going to go." 
In the administration’s 19/4 plans for 
veterans’ programs, these cuts are 
most criticized by Democrats and 
some Republicans on the House and 
Senate Veterans Affairs committees 
and by the veteraas’ organizations: 
_ An $81-million reduction in funds 
for VA hospital construction. 
—No budget money for a new 
program to encourage colleges to 
recruit veterans, tutor and counsel 
them.(Congress appropriated $25 
million when it passed the bill last 
year, and the National Association of 
Collegiate Veterans, with 25,000 
members, filed suit in U.S. District 
Court Thursday in an effort to force the 
administration 
to 
finance 
the 
program.) 
—A 
$5.8-million 
reduction 
in 
medical-research funds, prim arily 
covering experiments to find more 
efficient artificial limbs. 
—A $6.6-million saving in VA payroll 
costs and elimination of 1,400 agency 
jobs. Administration critics fear the 
item means that the VA intends to 
merge 57 regional offices into 10, 
making it harder for a veteran to slash 
red tape and get benefits due him.

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Hibernating Spiders May Be Found In Home

Most spiders just frighten you. They 
aren’t poisonous and seldom bite or 
become aggressive except when 
trapped or injured. Then, only the 


larger spider bites break through 
human skin. Smaller spiders rarely do 
more than scratch the surface. 
“ Don’t be too eager to pick one up,” 
says lawrence J. Connor, Extension

Pointers From Penn!

A student in a university dining hall 
eats a main course of “soybean 
steak.” An industrial firm advertises a 
soybean product “ that looks, tastes, 
and feels just like meat in stews, 
patties, and chili . .. yet handles as 
conveniently as a dry ingredient until 
you’re ready to use it.” As far away as 
Mozambizue, Africa, a woman stirs 
water into a soybean powder to add 
protein to her family’s meat-short 
meals. 
The 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture’s Economic Research 
Service (ERS) sees soybeans begin­ 
ning a major role in supplying protein 
for humans, possibly replacing meat in 
some products. The United States, the 
world’s largest soybean producer, 
may benefit substantially from this 
international market. 
Protein in vegetables is not normally 
of the quality or quantity found in 
animal 
products. 
But 
with 
sophisticated methods of extraction 
and handling, and with additives to 
fortify them, vegetable proteins can 
help overcome nutritional deficiency 
where animal protein is either scarce 
or too costly. 
Soybean products can be added to 
meats to extend them, or can be made 
into meat substitutes called analogs. 
Extenders, which generally require 
less processing than analogs, consist of 
processed soybean meal in the form of 
flour and grits, concentrate or isolate. 
For a soybean product to substitute 
partly or wholly for meat it must go 
through an additional step — texturing 
— to give it strength to withstand 
cooking and processing. Texturing is 
also needed when large amounts of soy 
protein are used as extenders. 
In the U.S. where we utilize about 
half of all soybeans and soybean 
products we produce, researchers 
predict the big push will be toward use 
of more soy extenders. Low in cost, 
they can be added to processed meat

products. Not only do they cost less 
than meat, they also reduce cooking 
losses because the soy product absorbs 
water and fat that cook out of meat. 
Since 1971, U.S.D.A. permitted use of 
up to 30 per cent soy extenders to 
protein requirements of some school 
lunches. The extenders are also 
showing up more in restaurant and 
institutional meals.

In spite of 
the surge in soybean use, ERS predicts 
that by 1980 we will still need 20 per 
cent more beef than at present.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - StarKist 
Foods, Inc., has confirmed it is with­ 
drawing some canned tuna from stores 
in Minnesota and South and North 
Dakota because the product appears to 
have made some persons ill. 


“ There have been reports of illness 
as a result of eating a specific code of 
StarKist tuna,” said a statement 
issued Thursday by the firm’s Los 
Angeles headquarters. 


“The code has been identified and 
withdrawn from the grocery shelves in 
all stores and is no longer available for 
sale.” 
The lots of tuna, marked with the 
codes BD-419 and GD-419, had been 
recalled earlier by Lincoln McCallum 
Co., a Minneapolis food distributor. 
The Minneapolis office of the Food 
and Drug Administration said about 25 
persons reported they suffered 
stomach distress, diarrhea, and 
burning sensations in the mouth and 
throat after eating the tuna. 
StarKist said in its statement: “ Tliis 
lot is very small.... Indications are that 
the product is not contaminated with 
bacteria. An investigation is under 
way to determine the quality problem 
involved.”

These are the black widow and brown 
recluse,” he says. If you suspect either 
of these spiders, place specimens in

The yellow house spider, non 
poisonous, is a raidly moving fellow 
He enters the home in early fall and is 
active for several months. This spider 
makes a small white web in confined 
spaces where it spends the winter. In 
the spring, it emerges from the white 
web cell and finds it way outside. Some 
species can bit you, causing a small 
irritating spot which may not heal for f 
to IO days. 
Wolf spiders and other smaller 
spiders come inside, usually in the 
basement area, where they are found 
running somewhere across the floor 
These spiders do not stay in webs bul 
run down their prey. Some are quite 
large and have a frightening ap­ 
pearance. They do not attack humans 
even if they run across one’s hand or 


foot, but if handled or confined, they 
can give a sharp bite. The bite is not a 
dangerous one. These spiders come 
indoors in the early fall and are con 
trolled best by excluding them from 
the house. To do this, eliminate cracks 
and other small openings around 
doors, windows, water pipes, etc. 
Good spider 
control 
involves 
recognizing spiders as indoor or 
outdoor kinds. Indoor spider usually 
build cobwebs and are associated with 
moisture. Examine cracks, crevices. 
dark areas, and other retreats in the 
basement, crawl spaces, and un 
disturbed rooms for these spiders and 
their webs. 
Outdoor spiders usually invade the 
home accidentally. 
They are found 
normally under stones, leaves, boards 
or on trees, bushes and buildings. Most 
outdoor spiders never adapt to indoor 
living. 
Caulk or otherwise eliminate cracks 
and crevices around the outside and 
inside of the house foundation.

Remove 
And So It Grows

Shrubs Close to House 
Most of us make the mistake of 
planting small shrubs too close to the 
house. Then when they grow to a 
desirable size, they have to be moved. 
To avoid this, select the right plant for 
the location and set it far enough away 
from the wall or corner to allow for 
diameter growth. 
The size of shrubs at maturity varies 
with variety and type. Ask your nur­ 
seryman how tall and wide the plant 
will be at maturity. Also, for close 
places where you want a small plant, 
check on dwarf varieties. 
Take the holly, for an example. It 
may look beautiful planted between 
shrubs when it is small. But what 
happens when the holly reaches full 
size. You know holly grows into a tree. 
Besides, without sufficient space to 
grow and develop, hollies will not 
retain their lower limbs and will lose 
their shape and beauty. Severe 
pruning to hold them down to a size 
that fits the space destroys the natural 
beauty and the berry growth. 
Check your shrubs now. If you have 
made some of the above mistakes, 
consider correcting them this spring 
before the plants get any larger. 


Poor Drainage, Fewer Vegetables 
How was your garden last year? If 
soggy ground was a problem, better 
plan now to put in drain tile. Four-inch 
drain tile in lines 25 feet apart will do 
wonders for your vegetable produc­ 
tion. Tile should be at least 2 feet deep, 
and be sure you have an outlet for the 
drain water. Fall in the lines from 
garden to outlet will depend on the 
outlet and length of lines. Water should 
have a fall of at least 2 inches per IOO 
feet of line. 
Grade the surface of your garden so 
excess water will be removed promp­ 
tly but orderly without causing erosion 
problems. The removal of surface 
water eliminates pockets and low 
spots. Adding organic matter to clay 
and clay loam 
soils 
improves 
drainage. 
Dormant Sprays 
On the first pretty weekend, apply 


dormant oil sprays to your ornamental 
trees, shrubs and fruit trees. Be sure to 
spray before the buds swell. This helps 
control such pests as scale insects, 
aphids, and spider mites. Scale insects 
show up as crusts on the branches 
when the plant is dormant. Most insect 
eggs will be too small to see, but you 
can bet they are present. Dormant oil 
sprays will control some hibernating 
caterpillars, too. 
Do not apply the sprays in cold 
weather or immediately before 
freezing temperatures. Wait until a 
period of mild weather is promised.

WASHINGTON (AP) — If the Nixon 
administration has its way, many of 
Z 
nation’s veterans will experience 
sharp reduction* in pension benefits 
and wide-ranging cutbacks in edu­ 
cation and medical programs. 
But key members of Congress are 
lining up with the politically weighty 
veterans’ organizations to fight it 
The brewing battle threatens the 
government career 
of Donald E. 
johnson, the Iowa Republican who 
runs the Veterans Administration. 
A White House source says that 
while Johnson has fallen into some 
disfavor, he knows of no decision to 
fire him. But another source says 
“ ...he’s going to go.” 
In the administration’s 1974 plans for 
veterans’ programs, these cuts are 
most criticized by Democrats and 
some Republicans on the House and 
Senate Veterans Affairs committees 
and by the veteraas’ organizations: 
—An $81-million reduction in funds 
for VA hospital construction. 
—No budget money for a new 
program to encourage colleges to 
recruit veterans, tutor and counsel 
them.(Congress appropriated $25 
million when it passed the bill last 
year, and the National Association of 
Collegiate Veterans, with 25,000 
members, filed suit in U.S. District 
Court Thursday in an effort to force the 
administration 
to 
finance 
the 
program.) 
—A 
$5.8-million 
reduction 
in 
medical-research funds, primarily 
covering experiments to find more 
efficient artificial limbs. 
—A $6.6-million saving in VA payroll 
costs and elimination of 1,400 agency 
jobs. Administration critics fear the 
item means that the VA intends to 
merge 57 regional offices into IO, 
making it harder for a veteran to slash 
red tape and get Im* ne fits due him.

w ritin gs

rev olutionary resistance had nev er 
died out am ong the slav es in the 
Confederacy , but his p resent focus w as 
on v iolent rev olution h ere and now. His 
writings on one D enm ark Vesey , for 
ex am p le,

rebellion, ap p eared regularly in a 
Black P anther new sp ap er. 
But as a rev olutionary , Starobin ran 
into p sy chological difficulties. The 
blacks tended to keep him at a rm ’s 
length.

“The biggest hangup is the question of 
terro rism , for touugh I am arm ed to 
the teeth, I still can ’t figure out under 
what circum stances to use them , and I 
still am afraid of v iolence and death.”

A m ethod for early detection of 
cancer has been urgently sought by 
scientists all ov er the world. 
For the first tim e, it now seem s 
that immunology (the body ’s own 
ability to defend itself against dieease) 
m ay hold one of the basic clues to the

of

disease. 
About ten y ears ago, Dr. Phil Gold of 
M ontreal, found a 
substance that 
sp urred enthusiasm in this direction. 
The carcino-em bry onic antigen (CEA) 
that Dr. Gold and his colleagues 
described was greeted with the usual 
skep ticism that often accom p anies 
great scientific innov ations. This v ery 
skep ticism 
is a 
p rotectiv e dev ice 
a ga in s t 
p re m a ture 
and 
ov eren- 
thusiastie attitudes of early testers. 
Now a group of m edical centers in 
New York, California, and Boston are 
m aking rep orts that substantiate Dr. 
Gold’s original findings. The National 
C ancer Institute of Canada and the 
A m erican Cancer Scoiety hav e, in 
fact, released m aterial that is highly 
significant. 
This im m unological test of the blood 
can show elev ated lev els of CEA that 
m ay hav e im p ortant diagnostic v alue 
in the earliest p ossible detection of 
cancer of the intestinal tract and other 
a re a s of the body . 
With early detection com es early 
treatm ent 
and a 
greater p ossible 
chance of total care.

day be freed of the need for daily in­ 
sulin injections. Therefore, a brilliant

Foundation in Boston. They hop e th a t a 
highly sensitiv e instrum ent m ay be 
im p lanted under the skin of a diabetic 
which will release stored insulin to 
fulfill the daily dosage required by the 
diabetic. 
Like a therm ostat that m aintains a 
lev el heat in the house, so would this 
instrum ent m aintain the p rop er lev el 
of sugar in the blood and autom atically 
keep the diabetic in comp lete control. 
It has often been said that if m an can 
think of an idea, the creation of th a t 
idea is highly p ossible. 


Pep sin is a sp ecial digestiv e enzy m e 
p roduced in the p ep tic glands of the 
stom ach. 
It is well known that there is an in­ 
crease in the am ount of p ep sin and 
hy drocloric acid in the stom ach in 
those p atients who hav e a p ep tic ulcer. 
Concentration has alway s centered 
on using antacid drugs to counteract 
the hy drochloric acid. 
Now another dimension has been 
added to the treatm ent of ulcers w hich 
m ay be of trem endous im p ortance. An 
anti-p ep sin agent is being used to 
control the ex cess am ount of p ep sin.

In addition to the regular broker’s 
com m ission, most banks charge a fee 
ranging from $2 to $20, regardless of 
the size of the transaction.

The extent to which violence and 
incredible 
perversity 
came 
to 
characterize the radical movement of 
the sixties is not generally recognized. 
Certain bizarre cases are dimly 
recalled, of course; Diana Oughton, 
blown to bits in a Greenwich Village 
explosion; Sam “ Mad Bomber’ 
Melville, killed in the Attica not; 
Kathy Boudin, Bernardine Dohm, 
Mark Rudd, vanished and maybe 
dead. But these are perceived as 
isolated, individual cases. 
An article by Lewis Feuer in "The 
.Annals of the American Academy,” 
which I discussed briefly in a recent 
column, makes it clear that these 
people were far from isolated cases. 
Violence, just as often directed against 
other radicals as against the outer 
society, and frequently directed 
against the self in the form of drugs 
and suicide, was integral to the radical 
movement in the later sixities. 
Feuer examines in some detail, for 
example, two suicides of radical 
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student leaders, Marshall Bloom and 
Robert Starobin. 
Bloom, the son of a prosperous 
Denver businessman, first came to 
notice as the instigator of the revolt at 
the london School of Economics in 
1967, for which role he was promptly 
expelled from Britain, even becoming 
the subject of a 
London Times 
editorial: 
“ Bloom, Go 
Home.” 
.Arriving back here, he founded the 
liberation News Service of the New 
Age, designed to serve the hodge­ 
podge of underground and radical 
papers then springing up. Before long, 
however, the LNSNA split into hostile 
factions, the more thoughly political 
Marxists fighting the “freaks” for 
control. At the head of the freaks, 
Bloom fled to a New England farm, 
taking the printing press with him, but. 
the rival faction pursued him there. 
Here is the scene among our would-be 
liberators, as described by a co­ 
founder of the LNSNA, Ray Mungo:

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) - If 
anyone had told me as a boy when I 
used to get my hair cut in a Broken 
Arrow, Okla., barbershop — where 
farmers took showers in the back — 
that Annie Oakley would someday cut 
my hair, I wouldn’t have believed it. 
Now I believe it. 
Annie, who works in the Starmount 
Barbershop in a Charlotte shopping 
center, and a lot of other women are 
cutting men s hair these days. 
No more than one per cent of the 
nation’s barbers are women, ac­ 
cording to Nelson Snyder, secretary- 
treasurer of Associated Master 
Barbers and Beauticians, a national 
group of mostly shop owners with 
headquarters in Charlotte. 
Women have recently begun to at­ 
tend barbering schools in greater 
numbers, Snyder said. 
The result? Well, men, barbershops 
aren’t going to be what they used to be. 
Saturday afternoon at the bar­ 
bershop used to be a time for trading 
hunting and fishing stories, football 
and baseball opinions and off-color 
jokes. 
I thought about that as I browsed 
through the barbershop’s reading 
material before plopping myself down 
in Annie’s leatherette barber chair. 


How can you casually open up to the 
centerfold of Playboy while a brunette 
peers over your shoulder? I took a 
copy of Sports Illustrated. 
I tried to start a conversation with 
Annie. “ I don’t keep up with sports,” 
she said in a soft Southern accent 
without breaking rhythm with the 
scissors. 
We ended up talking about how much 
nicer it was to cut men’s hair than to 
work in a beauty shop and about An­ 
nie’s background.

Bloom apparently was destroyed by 
the contrast between the utopian 
promises of the movement and the 
animal ferocity of the movement as he 
actually encountered it.

In Robert Starobin, Feuer examines 
a parallel case. Bloom had sought a 
sort of Charles Reichian freedom in 
communal existence. Starobin, the son 
of Joseph Starobin, foreign editor of 
The Daily Worker, dreamed of a racial 
convulsion, the violence of which 
would bring down American society. A 
product of Berkeley and the 1964 Free 
Speech movement, he became an 
apprentice historian, and tried to show 
in 
his 
scholary 
writings 
that 
revolutionary resistance had never 
died out among the slaves in the 
Confederacy, but his present focus was 
on violent revolution here and now. His 
writings on one Denmark Vesey, for 
example, the leader in a 
slave 
rebellion, appeared regularly in a 
Black Panther newspaper. 
But as a revolutionary, Starobin ran 
into psychological difficulties. The 
blacks tended to keep him at arm’s 
length. He was also confused about 
revolutionary action: the reality did 
not match his fantasies. He wrote: 
"The biggest hangup is the question of 
terrorism, for touugh I am armed to 
the teeth. I still can’t figure out under 
what circumstances to use them, and I 
still am afraid of violence and death.” 
Shortly after writing that, Starobin 
blew his brains out. 
One final image, this time of Diana 
Oughton, who eventually blew herself 
up: “ One one occasion Diana’s 
collective killed, cooked, and ate a 
tomcat.” A do-U-yourself tribal ritual.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Utter I Coleman, M D. 


A method for early detection of 
cancer has been urgently sought by 
scientists all over the world. 
For the first time, it now seems 
that immunology (the body’s own 
ability to defend itself against dieease I 
may hold one of the basic clues to the 
early recognition of malignant 
disease. 
About ten years ago, Dr. Phil Gold of 
Montreal, found a substance that 
spurred enthusiasm in this direction. 
The carcino-embryonic antigen (CEA) 
that Dr. Gold and his colleagues 
described was greeted with the usual 
skepticism that often accompanies 
great scientific innovations. This very 
skepticism is a protective device 
against premature and overen­ 
thusiastic attitudes of early testers. 
Now a group of medical centers in 
New York, California, and Boston are 
making reports that substantiate Dr. 
Gold’s original findings. The National 
Cancer Institute of Canada and the 
American Cancer Scoiety have, in 
fact, released material that is highly 
significant. 
This immunological test of the blood 
can show elevated levels of CEA that 
may have important diagnostic value 
in the earliest possible detection of 
cancer of the intestinal tract and other 
areas of the body. 
With early detection comes early 
treatment and a greater possible 
chance of total care. 


It is hoped that the diabetic may one 


day be freed of the need for daily in­ 
sulin injections. Therefore, a brilliant 
idea originated in the minds of 
scientists at the Joslin Diabetes 
Foundation in Boston. They hope that a 
highly sensitive instrument may be 
implanted under the skin of a diabetic 
which will release stored insulin to 
fulfill the daily dosage required by the 
diabetic. 
Like a thermostat that maintains a 
level heat in the house, so would this 
instrument maintain the proper level 
of sugar in the blood and automatically 
keep the diabetic in complete control. 
It has often been said that if man can 
think of an idea, the creation of that 
idea is highly possible. 


Pepsin is a special digestive enzyme 
produced in the peptic glands of the 
stomach. 
It is well known that there is an in­ 
crease in the amount of pepsin and 
hydrocloric acid in the stomach in 
those patients who have a peptic ulcer. 
Concentration has always centered 
on using antacid drugs to counteract 
the hydrochloric acid. 
Now another dimension has been 
added to the treatment of ulcers which 
may be of tremendous importance. An 
anti-pepsin agent is being used to 
control the excess amount of pepsin. 
Dr. David C. Sun, of the Good 
Samaritan Hospital in Phoenix, Ariz., 
nas oeen using tne anu-pepsm agent 
with results that bear watching.

NEW YORK (AP) — If you are one 
of the estranged small investors who 
fled the market in the past few years 
because of poor service from your bro­ 
ker, or no service at all, there is still a 
place for you to buy and sell — at the 
teller’s window of many commercial 
banks. The banks don’t publicize the 
service, and some bankers don’t even 
know about it, but many investors 
regularly buy and sell that way. 
A sampling of banks around the 
country indicates that most of those 
dealing in stocks do so as a con­ 
venience. Some say they’d just as soon 
not do it, but they intend to continue. 
One reason is that many commercial 
banks are committed to full-service or 
onestop banking in which customers 
are told their financial needs can be 
handled under one roof. 
Another is that, in some areas, the 
nearest broker may be a considerable 
distance away, at least for a personal 
visit. While the bankers don’t offer 
research and advice, the personal 
relationship appears to be an at­ 
traction. 
In addition to the regular broker’s 
commission, most banks charge a fee 
ranging from $2 to $20, regardless of 
the size of the transaction. 
Many bankers recoil in shock at the 
notion that they might lie competing 
with brokers, who also might be big 
customers of the bank 
They em­ 
phasize that, like any other trader, 
they must channel their orders 
through brokerage houses. 
Still, with security regulations 
subject to change, especially regard­ 
ing institutional membership on 
exchanges, it isn’t inconceivable mat 
Oanks vtme flay could develop an ac­ 
tive business in stocks, offering as 
attraction* a vast number of outlets 
and superior record keeping.

They use a “surveillance trans­ 
mitter locator,” about the size of a 
Ijowling ball, and a “hummer,” a cube 
measuring about a foot on each side.

Bobby L. Johnson of Detroit, declined 
to answer many questions about their 
confinement at the hands of the Viet 
Cong.

adequate and there never was a 
morale problem in the POW camp. 
“We kept out spirits up. We were in a 
difficult situation and we had to. We 
had a pretty good group,” he said. 
He said groups of prisoners shifted 
locations “about every six months” 
and Radio Hanoi was their only source 
of news.

Asked if a settlement could be 
reached within 48 hours, Miller 
replied, “I hope so.” 
Miller met Friday in I os Angeles 
with about 60 players, including Frank 
Robinson of the California Angels, 
Juan Marichal of the San Francisco 
Giants and Don Sutton, player 
representative of the I os Angeles 
Dodgers. 
“The players are solidly behind the 
Hayers Association,” Miller reported. 
“I’hey are more united than ever. The 
purpose of the meeting was carried 
out to provide players with an up-to- 


date report of negotiations in New 
York.” 
Friday’s meeting was the first of 
seven scheduled around the country 
during the next two weeks if no set­ 
tlement is reached. Spring training 
officially begins March I—pitchers 
and catchers usually report before 
that- and Miller has said there will be 
a meeting of all player representatives 
in New York March I if the owners re­ 
fuse to open the camps by that date. 
The key issues in the dispute are the 
reserve clause, which binds a player to 
his team unless he is traded, sold or re­ 
leased, and salary arbitration.

ST. PETERSBU RG , Fla. (A P) - 
Vandals smashed through the life 
Sciences laboratories in St. Peter­ 
sburg and unknowingly exposed them­ 
selves to a wide variety of disease- 
bearing organisms, including a virus 
strain that induces cancer, laboratory 
officials say. 
The incident happened Wednesday 
night. 
“ There’s real concern...that those 
people might be exposed to some 
really virulent disease inducing 
organisms,” company President Dr. 
Vincent Groupe said Thursday. 
“ Those youngsters can get awfully 
sick.” 
Groupe said the lab building was 
entered through a window. ‘‘Then they 
went on a spree, just smashing 
things,” he said. 
He said eight lab rooms were van­ 
dalized. 
The disease-inducing organisms, 
harmless under controlled conditions, 
are used by life Sciences researchers 
in the National Cancer Institute spon­ 
sored special virus-cancer program, 
said Groupe.

The 
government-appointed citizens panel 
investigating a controversial 40-year 
federal syphilis experiment planned 
its first public meeting today to ex­ 
plore the background of the study. 
The experiment, known as the 
Tuskegee Study, was begun in 1932 and 
ended after public disclosure of the 
U.S. Public Health Service project last 
summer. At that time, the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, 
parent agency of the PHS, appointed 
the nine-member citizens panel to 
investigate the experiment. 
Today the panel sought information 
to determine whether the experiment 
was justified when it was undertaken 
and whether it should have been shut 
down following World War II when 
penicillin was discovered to be a safe, 
easy cure for syphilis.
